SECTION  G. 

Sa ni tary  Circumstances  of  the  ^res , 

1.  Water  Supo'^y. 

The  public  water  supply  for  the  area  is  obtained  from  the  nev/ 
red  sandstone  measures  overlyina^  the  coal  measures,  water  being 
pumped  from,  boreholes  and  pit  shafts  sunk  into  and  through  these 
measures  respectively.  All  public  supplies  ere  chlorinated,  and 
the  Ellistown  and  "fhitwick  Colliery  supplies  filtered  and 
chlorina  tod. 

The  trial  borehole  sunk  at  Holly  Hayes  in  1944-5  has  proved 
successful  and  has  been  in  operation  since  August  1945,  and  without 
which  the  supply  to  the  Urban  District  would  not  have  been  maintained. 

The  bi.7lk  supply  from  Ashby-de-la-Zouch  R.D.C.,  although  still 
available,  has  not  been  used  during  the  year,  due  to  the  use  of  the 
Holly  Hayes  borehole  supply. 

The  required  standard  of  purity  for  a public  supply  was 
maintained  throughout  1947,  and  no  restrictions  of  supply  have  been 
in  operation. 

The  scheme  for  extensions  of  the  Council's  undertaking, 
including  new  soui-ce  works,  increased  service  reservoir  capacity 
f-nd  the  provision  of  water  to  all  areas  in  the  Urban  District  not 
at  present  having  a public  srppCv.  gs  still  000:111x1  the  decision  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health.  The  delay  is  undei-stood  to  be  due  to  the 
absence  of  the  District  Valuer's  report  on  the  land  required  for 
the  scheme. 

Town  water  is  supplied,  direct  from  the  public  mains  to 
6430  houses, 

125  houses,  are  supplied  with  water  from  stand  pipes.  In  the 
majority  of  these  cases  this  arrangement  has  been  allowed  only 
as  a temporary  measure,  the  properties  concE?rned  having  been  added 
to  the  Urban  area  in  recent  years,  and  require  extensive 
reconditioning  or  reconstruction. 

153  houses,  including  outlying  farms,  have  no  water  supplies

No  explanation  can  be  offered  for  the  tv/o  unsatisfactory 
samnles  of  filtered  and  chlorinated  water  from  the  Ellistown 
Colliery  Supply  and  one  from  a tap  on  the  town  nu  ins  and  camples 
t-nhen.  thi  • foilowint  day  proved  to  be  satisfactory, 

228,712,000  ysllons  of  v'jater  were  pumped  from  the  ./arious 
sources  of  town  supply  durinp  1947,  a decrease  of  25,23^,000 
gallons  on  the  previous  year, 

1261  yards  of  ne\¥  4”  and  6"  distribution  mains  were  laid 
at  the  Huggle scote  and  Thrlngstone  housing  sites  and  as  extensions 
to  two  industrial  concerns. 

3 samples  of  water  from  private  v;ells  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination.  Only  1 of  these  was  satisfactory. 

1 well  v/as  cleansed  and  7 private  wells  were  closed  durin^ 
the  year.  19  houses,  formerly  using  well  supplies  were  connected 
to  the  public  mains, 

2 o Drainage  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  372  yards  6”  foul  se?i/er  and  341  yards  12" 
surface  water  sewer  have  been  laid  at  the  Ashburton  Road, 

Hugglescote  site. 

During  the  latter  part  of  the  year  it  v-ms  found  that  the 
Thornborough  Brook  course  was  very  heavily  polluted  with  sewage  and 
investigations  shot/ed  that  an  outfall  sewer  crossing  the  Ashby 
Boed  tip  had  been  seriously  damaged  by  mining  subsidence.  It  Vi/as 
necessary  to  lay  270  yards  of  new  12"  se'wer  between  Ashby  Rood  and 
Baker  Street  to  byepass  the  damaged  section,  20  yards  of  12" 
sex^r  adjoining  the  oiiitt/ick  Refuse  tip  were  rclaid  and  the  ma-^. 
holes  in  the  footpath  from  Mantle  Lane  to  Hermitage  Road  had  also 
to  be  raised  due  to  mining  subsidence.  Mine  workings  have  also 
seriously  affected  the  length  of  sewer  from  Hermitage  Road  railway 
bridge  to  Fnitwick  Refuse  tip  and  a scheme  has  been  prepared  for 
the  construction  of  f small  pumping  station  with  rising  main  and 
connections  to  .dliminate  this  length  of  subsided  sevi/er.  The 
scheme,  which  forms  part  of  tho  main- drains ^^e  re-construc tio?n 
proposals  now  in  course  of  oropara tion,  will  be  carried  out  as  an 
emergency  measure  during  1948. 

4 schemes  for  the  drainage  of  outlying  areas  have  been  prepared 
as  follows  m 

a)  Bardon  Hill  - connection  to  the  existing  sewer  in  Barden  Road 
end  the  elimination  of  the  old  disposal  works  taken  over  from 
.nshby  R.D.C.,  estimated  cost  £1950, 

b)  Bcttleflet  - estimated  cost  £12923,  this  scheme  Ci-nnot  be  put 
into  operation  until  the  new  outfall  from  Greenhill  Housing  site 
to  the  Snarrows  Disposal  works  is  available, 

c ) Ri c hmo  nd  Ro  a d . £6 033 . 

d)  wfelbourn-3  Road  -£3353  - the  tivo  latter  schemes  (c  d)  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  who  since  the  end  of  the  year 
have  querieo.  their  nocc-ssity  in  view  of  the  hi^h  cost  per  house, 

175  inspections  of  drains,  with  86  revisits,  wore  made  during 
1947,  mainly  concrened  with  blockages  and  minor  alterations, 

11  premises  wore  completely  redrained  during  the  year. 
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3.  Closet  Accommodo tion.

7 privies  were  abolished  durino;  the  veer  and  10 
W.C's  provided  in  lieu  thereof.  2 new  pail  closets  were  provided 
to  property  outside  the  sev/ered  area. 

New  work  accounted  for  the  provision  of  11  additional 
v/ater  closets  to  existing  properties , and  182  in  connection  with 
new  houses. 


4 . Public  Cleansin.c^. 

Public  cleans  inf^  and  scavenging  are  under  the  control 
of  your  Surveyor,  The  methods  adopted  for  cleansing  arc  the  , 
same  as  formerly,  house  refuse  being  removed  by  freighters  and 
lorries  and  disposed  of  at  three  controlled  tips  situated  in 
different  parts  of  the  area.  Midden  and  closet  pail  refuse  is 
disposed  of  on  agricultural  land. 

The  Surveyor  reports  that  the  difficulties  with 
rcgaral^to  labour  referred  to  in  my  Annual  report  for  1946  have 
C'-ntlnuod  during  1947,  but  that  v;ith  the  appointment  of  a new 
cleansing  foreman  end  the  consequent  full  time  supervision 
it  is  hoped  that  t effi.ciency  of  this  service  will  be  increased. 

The  difficulties  respecting  unsuitable  collection 
vehicles,  mentioned  in  my  lest  report,  have  been  removed  to  a 
very  great  extent  by  the  delivery  during  the  year  of  one  new 
Earrier  Bantam  and  one  new  Gomraer  tipper. 

At  the  close  of  the  year  the  interval  between 
collections  was  14  days  but  arrangment-s'  ere  in  hand  V\/hich  will, 
it  is  hoped,  allow  of  a return  to  the  normal  7 day  period  within 
a very  short  time.

Regulated  buHdin.^s, 

( a ) Comraon  Lodging  House s . 

There  are  two  of  these,  both  situated  in  the  City  f'.f  Dan, 
vMiitwick,  both  accommodating  male  lodgers  only,  end  both  in  the  same 
ownership.  They  have  a total  capacity  of  54  beds.  The  lodgers  are 
now  mainly  employees  at  local  factories,  mines  and  farms  and.  there 
ere  very  few  ''Casuals". 

14  inspections  with  1 revisit  were  made  during  the  year. 

Generally  speaking  both  houses  have  been  managed  and  maintained 
in  a satisfactory  manner  during  the  year  vjith  the  exception  that 
at  one  period  attention  had  to  be  drawn  to  a deterioration  in  the 
general  cleanlliiess  of  the  premises,  the  fittings  and  the  rear 
yard  and  out  ouildings . This  was  remedied  and  the  condition  of  the 
premises  has  given  no  further  cause  for  complaint. 

Only  minor  internal  repairs  have  been  called  for  during  the  year 
and  these  hove  been  carried  out.  I would  again  repeat  the  suggestion 
made  in  previous  reports  that  in  considering  the  future  housing 
needs  of  the  area  consideration  should  be  given  bv  the  Committee 
to  the  provision  of  accommodation  of  a type  suitable  for  giving 
decent  lodging  to  the  class  of  w'orker  now  occupying  these  two 
Common  Dodging  Houses.  As  I have  already  stated  these  buildings 
are  situated  in  a district  which,  in  my  opinion  is  ripe  for  clearance 
and  if,  and  when,  this  procedure  is  adopted  some  alternative 
accommodation  wnuld  be  necessary  for  the  men  lodging  there,  most  of 
whom  are  permanently  employed  in  local  industry.  Recent  official 
pronouncements  (June  1948)  appear  to  give  reasonable  hope  that  the 
resumption  of  slum  clearance  procedure  may  not  be  as  far  di  staid:  as 
was,  at  one  time,  supposed.,  and  also  that  local  authorities  should 
take  into  account  in  their  housing  proposals  the  needs  of,  amongst 
''thers,  bachel'^'rs,  but  the  type  of  accommodation  which  it  may  be 
decided  to  orovide  for  this  purpose  will  re  uire  very  serious 
considers  ti^-n . 

874'^  "lodger  nights"  wore  recorded  durin-^  the  year,  am  average  of 
24  lod'^ers  per  night  - all  males  of  full  age.  There  were  no  cases 
of  infectious  disease  reported  at  either  house. 
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( b )  Tents,  vans,  sheds  etc. 

There  ere  no  cpinpin-q;  sites  in  the  o;enersll''?  ecceptod 
sense  of  the  term  in  the  eree,  the  only  sites  licensed  beino;  used 
for  single  vsns  or  sheds  for  permenent  oocupetion. 

Comping  on  unlicensed  end  entirely  unsuiteble  sites  has 
egein  occurred  durin^’  the  year,  end^  et  one  of  these  et  Shcroley,  which 
is  entirely  without  public  services  end  amenities,  such  serioiis 
nuisence  was  caused  by  hawkers  that  legal  proceedings  were  contemplated 
and  reports  forwarded  to  your  solicitor  for  legal  advice.  Before 
further  action  could  be  taken,  hov^ever,  the  'campers  ' disappeared, 
and  the  Surveyors’  Dept.,  had  to  be  called  in  to  remove  the  refuse 
left  behind  and  to  cleanse  the  site.  This  was  an  example,  rather  worse 
than  is  usually  the  case,  of  the  kind  of  situation  generally  caused 
bv  these  itinerant  hawkers  end  the  like,  who  arc  difficult  to 
control  and  care  nothing  fop  Byelaws  and  public  health  re  uirements, 

A further  case  of  illegal  and  unauthorised  use  of  land  for 
camping  occurred  at  Thornborough,  where  a number  of  horse-drawn  and 
trailer  type  vans  were  concerned.  Although  conditions  here  were 
much  bettor  than  in  the  case  referred  to  above  they  were  far  from 
satisfactory,  and  a warning  that  legal  proceedings  would  be 
instituted  for  continued  contravention  of  the  Act  resulted  in  the 
clearance  of  the  site. 

Alth-'-ugh  many  of  these  van-dwellers,  by  their  habits,  are  of 
a tvpe  which  may  be  considered  undesirable,  that  fact  does  not  prevent 
their  periodic  visitations  and  our  concurrent  difficulties,  and  it 
is  to  he  regretted  that  no  licensed  site  suitable  for  their  use  is 
available  in  the  area,  so  that  some  more  effeotive  control  could  be 
exercised  and  the  recurrent  nuisances  obviated. 

Two  sheds  and  3 caravans  were  in  nerrnanent  occupation 
throughout  the  year,  in  addition  to  3 caravans  occupied,  in  connection 
with  dwelling-h'^uses , by  members  of  the  householders'  families.  The 
overcrowded  caravan  (a  converted  mo tor- bus)  mentioned  in  my  last 
report  has  nov;  been  removed  and  the  family  has  left  the  district. 

30  inspections,  with  4 revisits,  were  made  during  1947. 


(c)  Offensive  Trades. 

There  are  no  offensive  trades  in  the  area.  20  fried  fish  and 
chip  premises  are  recorded,  and  30  insoectlons,  with  5 revisits,  were 
made  during  the  year.  Informal  notices  were  issued  in  five  casesj 
kva  involving  the  cleansing  of  dirty  oremises  and  equipment,  one 
requiring  a new  floor  in  the  preparation  room,  end  two  requiring 
entirely  new  preparation  rooms  in  place  of  unsatisfactory  accommod- 
ation. Also  in  one  of  the  latter  case’s  it  was  found  that  a general 
grocery  store  had  been  established  in  the  frying  room  and  the  owner 
was  requested  to  provide  separate  accommodation  for  these  purposes 
or  to  discontinue  one  business  or  the  other. 


(d)  Houses  let  in  lodgings.)  There  are  none  of  these  in  the  area, 

( e ) 'Sanal  Boats.  ) '" 

&.vimming  B'ths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  privately  owned  Swimming  baths  or  pools  in  the 
area  for  public  use.  Council’s  swimming  baths  were  open  to  the 

public  from  April  to  September  during  1947, 

Daily  tests  of  the  v^ater  for  chlorine  residual  and  alkalinity 
v/ere  made.  Two  samples  of  sv/iinming  bath  water  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination,  with  satisfactory  results. 

Schools . 

¥/ith  the  exception  of  those  fev;  cases  where  the  school  buildings 
themselves  areof  unsatisfactory  type  and  construction  and  vi/hich,  it  is 
hoped,  will  eventually  be  replaced  by  modern  buildings  under  the  new 
educational  programme,  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  in  the  ■ 
area  is  generally  satisfactory.

Tw’o  schools,  however,  still  have  sanitary  accomianda tion  of  the 
oonservunoy  type.  One  of  these,  Standard  Hill,  is  ouEsldl  the 
present  so'stred  area,  and  It  Is  hoped.  If  the  prooossl  for  the 
.,el6ourne  Rd  sewer  extension,  referred  to  on  paye'3  of  this  reoort  Is 
finally  approved,  to  effect  the  conversion  of  these  conveniences 
as  town  water  supply  is  already  provided.

Homework  given  out  by  factories,  is  still  of  considerable 
amount,  although  m_ost  of  the  outwork  carried  on  vifithin  this  area  is 
obtained  from  factories  outside  the  Urban  District. 

Some  occupiers  of  factories  are  still  very  slow  to  comply  with 
the  requirement  respectin.c;  the  submission  of  twice-yeorly  lists  and 
reminders  of  failure  to  do  so  have  been  necessary  in  a few  cases.  During 
the  year  an  advertisement  was  also  inserted  in  the  local  newspaper 
drswinq  the  attention  of  factory  occupiers  to  their  responsibilities 
in  this  direction.  Visits  to  homes  which  appeared  on  previous' Dist's 
have  in  many  cases  shown  that  outwork  was  still  being  received,  although 
no  list  had  been  supplied  for  the  current  period.  As  most  uf  these 
cases  involved  factories  outside  the  area,  and  the  lists  are  submitted 
to  the  Authority  in  whose  area  the  factory  is  situated,  nothing  could 
be  done  by  us  except  a notification  to  the  Authority  concerned  whose 
responsibility  it  is  to  take  any  further  action  necessary.  Many  cases 
of  outwork  are  only  discovered  by  vi/atching  advertisements  inviting 
applications  for  homeworkers  in  the  Press,  and  it  is  very  likely  that 
much  work  of  this  kind  is  being  carried  on  throughout  the  country 
without  control  of  any  kind. 

During  the  year  183  inspections  were  made  with  2 revisits, 
involving  159  homes  of  outworkers.  In  one  case  it  was  found  that  one 
of  the  occupants  was  an  advanced  case  of  pulmonory  tuberculo si s s outwork 
Y:es  discontinued,  the  patient  removed  to  sanatorium  and  the  premises 
and  made-up  material  disinfected.  In  a second  case  the  premises  vt/ere 
found  to  be  dirty  and  unwholesome  and  badly  overcrowded!  the  occupant 
f nd  the  factory  involved  were  notified,  the  machine  was  removed,  end 
the  issue  of  materiel  discontinued.  A further  home,  in  which  a case 
of  diphtheria  was  notified,  was  found  to  be  used  for  outwork,  and  was, 
in  addition  overcrowded.  All  the  material  was  disinfected  and,  by 
arrangem.ent  v/i  th  the  householder,  outworking  v/as  discontinued  for  so 
Iona-  as  the  house  remained  overcrowded.  A fourth  case  involved  the 
service  of  a notice  to  cleanse  and  redecorate  dirty  premises.  This 
was  carried  out  and  the  house  has  since  been  maintained  in  satisfactory 
condition.

Keeping;  of  Animals.  (C'^nt'd) . 

The  keepin/^  of  pigs  by  householders  shows  no  sign  of 
decreasing  and  many  and  varied  ore  the  types  of  buildings  being 
brought  into  use  for  this  purpose,  railway  sleepers,  metal  sheets, 
brick,  scrap  timber,  concrete  and  asbestos,  ell  adding  their  quote 
to  a C'-'llectim  of  structures  sited  in  pccitions  which  w-^uld  never 
have  been  allowed  when  the  Byelaws  were  in  operation  and  many  of 
which  are  potential  catmaes  of  nuisance.  I can  foresee  great 
difficulty  in  obtainin'^  the  removal  ■''■r  disuse  of  these  styes  when 
the  Byelaws  once  again  become  operative. 

341  inspections  of  these  pigstye s . were  made  during  the 
year,  with  61  revisits. 

40  informal  notices  for  the  abatement  of  nuisance  in  connect- 
ion with  these  structures  were  served  during  1947,  35  of  these  and 
of  outstanding  notices  from  the  previous  year  having  been  complied 
with  at  the  close  of  the  year. 

Rodent  Destruction. 

A full-time  ratcatcher  is  employed  by  your  Authority  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Private  dwellings  and  business  premises  are  systematically 
visited  and  any  infestations  dealt  with,  generally  by  pre-baiting 
and  poisoning,  but  in  special  circumstances  by  gassing  and  the  aid 
of  ferrets  and  dogs. 

The  Council's  sewage  farms,  refuse  tips  and  Highways  Depot, 
end  the  banks  of  the  streams  and  brook  courses  in  the  area  also 
receive  regular  attention. 

During  April  the  sewers  throughout  the  area  were  treated  by 
pre-bait  and  poison-bait  at  the  manholes,  178  of  these  being  baited 
on  certain  sections.  In  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Pood 
Rodent  Division  a test  baiting  of  39  manholes  in  various  parts  of  the 
area  was  carried  out  during  August  and  at  10  of  these  points  the 
bait  was  taken.  This  was  therefore  followed  up  by  further  poison 
baiting  during  September  - October  when  277  manholes  throughout  the 
area  were  treated.  In  conjunction  with  this  sewer  treatment  a 
survey  of  the  surface  properties  was  made  in  the  vicinity  of  the 
portions  of  sewer  infested,  and  many  minor  infestations  of  dwellings 
and  outbuildings  dealt  with. 

Annual  contracts  with  8 industrial  concerns  were  also  in 
operation  during  the  year,  the  service  given  being  a minimum  of  four 
maintenance  treatments  per  year. 

No  charge  is  now^ being  made  for  dealing  with  infestations 
arising  at  private  dvi/ellings  and  this  has  assisted  in  more  complete 
control  owing  to  the  greater  reaciness  of  occupiers  to  male 
complaint.  Still  more  could  be  done,  however,  if  the  public 
generally  would  give  m.ore  co-operation  in  this  matter  of'prom.ptly 
notifying  cases  of  infestation.

obstacles^ in  the  way  of  a real  resumption  of  the  house 
vcp8,_r  ^ s na^  recdioditioning^  programme  , referred  to  in  my  last  report 
"^7  1=  still  in  operation.  Hecondi tioning  and  reconstruction  are 
enolrely  out  of  reach,  and.  even  jaajor  works  of  repair  have  been 
possible^ only ^ in  isolated  instances  when  a gap  has  been  left  in 

quota  by  a reduced  number  of  applications  for 
> '^-ii}ur  Items  of  repair  and  maintenance.  The  licensing 
quota  allowed,  an  entirely  inadequate  figure  for  an  area  of  25,' 000 
ir.haoitants,  has  been  mainly  used  in  allocating  small  amounts  to  as 
l-arge  a numoer  of  appli  ca  tionsfor  essential  work  as  oossible. 
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As  a result  ver^^  fev\/  properties  needing  e xtensive  repair  have 
been  dealt  with,  and  general  deteriora ti f^n  is  making  more  progress. 

This  position,  unsatisfactory  as  it  is,  is  made  much  worse  as  regards 
the  available  building  labour,  by  the  greatly  increased  amount  of 
damage  being  done  to  surface  properties  by  mining  subsidence,  much 
of  it  necessitating  very  prompt  treatment.  As  a consequence  the 
National  Coal  Board  ore  enrolling  the  services  of  an  increasing 
number  of  builders,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the  number  of  operatives 
engao-ed  solely  on  this  class  of  work  formed  a.  very  substantial 
proportion  of  the  total  available  (outside  the  needs  for  new  housing) 
for  the  whole  area.  Even  with  some  considerable  relaxation  of  the 
uresent  licensing  restrictions  and  consequent  increased  opportunities 
for  a resumption  of  the  repair  and  r eco Ljdi tionin^  programme,  this 
subsidence  reinstatement  work  appears  likely  to  retard  progress  in 
that  direction  for  some  time  to  come. 

Housing  inspection  has,  under  prevailing  conditions  therefore, 
been  confined  mainly  to  complaints,  repair  items  of  urgency  and  the 
maintenance  of  weatherproof  conditions.  314  houses  were  inspected  in 
this  way  under  the  Housing  and  Public  Health  Acts,  and  349  revisits 
made  to  such  houses.  6 of  the  houses  inspected  were  found  to  be  in 
a state  so  dangerous,  or  injurious  to  health  as  to  be  unfit  for 
habitation,  and  109  in  such  a condition  as  not  to  be  reasonably  fit 
for  habitation,  and  requiring  extensive  repair.  In  181  cases  housing 
defects  were  remedied  after  Informal  action,  and  32  houses  rendered 
fit  after  the  service  of  statutory  notices.  The  owners  concerned 
having  failed  to  comply  with  notices  requiring  fairly  extensive 
repair  to  eight  houses,  your  Council  invited  tenders  and  the  works 
were  completed  on  default  of  the  owners. 

There  were,  at  the  commencement  of  1947,  32  recorded  cases  of 
overcrov;ding  in  the  area,  3 new  cases  were  discovered  during  the 
year  end  6 cases  were  relieved  by  transfer  to  new  Council  houses, 
leaving  29  cases  still  on  the  records  at  December  1947,  Involving 
39  families  and  255  persons. 

At  the  end  of  1947  there  were  1025  applicants  for  Council 
houses,  and  of  these  126  were  householders  who,  from  preliminary 
investigations,  have  no  apparent  claims  to  re-housing  except  a desire 
for  change.  At  the  31st  December  1947,  50  prefabricated  houses  had 
been  completed  by  the  Ministry  of  Works,  36  permanent  houses  by  the 
Council  and  6 by  the  East  Midlands  Housing  Association.  57  houses 
had  also  been  completed  by  private  enterprise,

63  inspections  of  cowsheds  with  11  re-visits  and  58  inspections 
of  dairies  with  7 re-visits  were  made  during  the  year.  Adc  tional 
visits  were  made  to  producers  and  retailers  whose  milk  samples  were 
reported  as  not  being  satisfactory, 

11  of  the  producer;;  in  the  area  hold  "Accredited”  and  two 
"T.T."  licences. 

One  dairy  farm  has  had  a piped  water  supply  laid  on  during  the 
year,  making  32  of  these  premises  supplied  from  the  public  mains. 

At  two  farms  the  old  cowsheds  have  been  scrapped  and  new  cowsheds 
erected:  at  3 more  the  cowsheds  have  been  gutted  and  reconstructed; 
at  another  farm,  a new  cooling  room  has  been  erectedi  and  at  another 
the  whole  of  the  farm  buildings  have  been  redrained  and  connected  to 
the  public  sev/er.

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Both  producers  end  retailers  permlses  have,  f^enerally,  been 
naintained  in  very  satisfactory  C'^ndi ti^^^n  and  only  informal  action 
has  been  necessary  t^  ^.btain  the  remedy  ^f  miii'^r  centra ventions  ^ 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  cowkoepers  who  are  licensed 
"Accredited”  and”T.T."  producers  is  very  a;ra  tif  yina; , althouaih  there  is 
still  very  c-'^nsidera ble  scope  f^^r  further  progress  in  this  directionc 
Y^ur  officers,  and  the  C^^unty  Sanitary  Officers,  have  discussed  the 
advantages  of  "graded"  milk  production  with  producers  individually 
and  every  encouragement  is  given  in  this  'direc  ti^^n ' , but  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  r.i'^st  of  these  cowkeepers  are,  daily,  prod":cing  milk 
of  Accredited  standard  end  would  have  little,  if  any,  difficulty  in 
obtaining  licences,  our  efforts  do  not  elioit  the  response  which  is 
desired. 

The  4 samples  of  T.T.  and  4 samples  of  Accredited  milk  are, of 
course,  in  addition  to  those  obtained  direct  by  the  County  Council 
who,  as  the  licensing  authority,  obtain  regular  samples  from  licensed 
producers.  Both  the  unsatisfactory  T.T.  samples  were  reported  to  the 
County  Council, 

The  two  unsatisfactory  samples  of  Pasteurised  milk  v^ere 
reported  to  the  processors  concerned. 

The  percentage  of  satisfactory  results  - 86.8^’  - for  the 
non-de sivna ted  milks,  is  an  improvement  on  last  years  figures,  of  the 
7 unsatisfactory  samples  in  this  category,  one  retailer  concerned  has 
since  given  up  milk  production  and  now  retails  only  heat-treated  milk. 
In  the  cases  of  two  other  samples,  both  the  producers  o^ncerned  have 
a rather  irregular  record,  due  to  haphazard  methods  of  production, 
and  the  remaining  4 were  from  producers  who  have  otherwise  a satisfact- 
ory recofd.  "Pollow-up"  visits  to  the  farms  are  made  in  all  cases 
of  unsatisfactory  samples. 

The  improvement  in  the  heat-treated  supolies,  mentioned  in  my 
last  report,  has  been  maintained.  Investigations  made  at  the  time 
of  the  4 samples  giving  unsati sf actory  phosphatase  test  results 
showed  that  some  mixing  of  the  heat-treated  and  raw  sup'^lies  had 
occurred,  but  whether  this  was  done  deliberately  or  accidentally  it 
was  not  possible  to  discover. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  for  tuberculosis  exanr  nation 
again  shows  a reduction  due  to  difficulties  at  the  laboratory  in  the 
supply  of  guinea  pigs  etc, 

6 of  the  sonples  submitted  were  curdled  on  arrival  at  the 
laboratory,  and  of  the  remainder  one  was  positive.  Investigations  made 
by  the  Governments'  Agricultural  Dept.,  at  the  premises  concerned, 
which  were  outside  the  Up^an  area,  resulted  in  one  cow  with  a 
tuberculous  udder  being  slaughtered.

All  trade  slaughtering  is  still  carried  out  at  the  Regional 
Slaughterhouse  (the-'Co-operative  Society's  premises  in  Ravenstone 
Rd) , and  all  the  animals  slaughtered  there  during  the  year  were 
examined  at,  or  immediately  after,  the  time  of  slaughter. 
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Thore  he  a been  a decrease  of  5812  in  the  total  number 
animals  slauj^htered  - 5721  at  the  regional  slaughterhouse  and  91 
householders'  pigs.  The  former  decrease  is  partially  accounted  for< 
by  the  'outbreak  of  f^'^ot  and  mouth  disease  in  adjacent  areas,  v^hich 
restricted  the  local  movement  of  stock  and  prevented  the  use  of  the 
slaughterhouse  for  some  5 weeks.  The  reduced  number  of  animals 
dealt  with,  however,  against  the  16000  of  last  year,  is  more  in 
c'^nformity  with  the  available  accommodation  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  unless  and  until  improved  all-round  facilities  are  provided  the 
'kill  ' fop  1947  will  not  be  exceeded. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  condemned  also  shows  a considerable 
decrease  - from.  81,244  lbs  in  1946  to  64,603  lbs  in  1947  - although 
a very  disa pp'^int ing  feature,  and  one  whioh  sh^^'nld  "^ive  some  cause 
for  concern  to  the  agricultural  and  meat-marketing  industries,  is 
that,  with  '^nly  one  exception  (that  of  pig  carcases  affected  with 
tuberculosis)  the  percenta^’es  of  diseased  animals  have  considerably 
increased.  For  tuberculosis  diseased  carcases  or  organs  were  found 
in  48.2^  of  cows  examined,  in  23.2^  of  bovines  other  than  cows,  and 
in  4.3^  of  nigs.  For  all  other  diseases  the  oercentages  were  67.7^ 
cows,  52.3a  bovines  other  than  cows,  0.6^  calves,  11.5^  sheep  and 
lambs  and  1.8^  pigs. 


So  far  as  animals,  slaughtered  in  this  area  are  concerned,  the 
incidence  of  tuberculosis  in  bovines  other  than  cows  has  been  steadily 
risina:  for  the  last  4 or  5 years,  whilst  the  same  disease  in  cows 
fluctuates  between  45  and  almost  50^’ of  the  cows  slaughtered.  For  all 
diseases  except  tuberculosis  the  incidence  in  all  bovines  and  in 
sheep  and  lambs  has  also  been  steadily  increasing. 

I cannot  believe  that  these  increases  are  due  entirely  to  the 
fact  that  the  Ministry  purchases  all  food  animals  offered  for  sale, 
irrespective  of  condition,  and  that  these  diseased  animals  are  "culls" 
many  of  which  would,  in  normal  times,  have  been  dealt  with  through 
other  than  ordinary  retail  channels  and  would  therefore  never  have 
apoeared  in  any  records  of  slaughter,  ?,(hat  the  true  explanation  is 
must  be  left  to  agriculturists  and  experts  in  stock-breeding. 

Included  in  the  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  were  676 
pigs  killed  by  h'^’Useholder s under  Ministry  of  Fo'-.d  licences,  a 
reduction  of  91  from  last  year.  All  these  were  examined  and  26  were 
f"''Und  to  be  effected  with  tuberculosis  in  some  degree.  Total 
C'^ndemnati^'ea  in  these  householders'  pigs  inv^'-lved  811  lbs  of  meat  and 
offals,  all  of  which  was  voluntarily  surrendered  and  disposed  -^f. 


In  addition  to  the  Regi^^nal  slaughterhouse  9 orivately  owned 
slaughterh'^use s were  licensed  by  your  Authority  during  the  year  but 
these  can  only  be  used  for  the  slaughter  ^.f  householders  ^ pigs, 

45  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  and  all  the  premises 
found  to  be  satisfactorily  maintained. 

In  addition  to  these  inspections  of  meat,  a considerable  amount 
and.  variety  of  foods  has  been  examined  at  shops  and  warehouses  and 
a List  of  the  food  conderaned  durint  the  year  is  given  below  J- 
Tinned  F^od  Condemned  1947.

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Where  possible,  pnd  when  the  amount  warrants  it,  food  which  has 
been  damacred  durliin;  transit  or  in  atoraa-e,  is  returned  for  reprocess- 
ing. In  other  cases,  and  where  it  is  not  considered  harmful,’ 
condemned  food  is  utilised,  after  cookinrr,  by  local  pio;  and  poultry 
keepers.  Unusable  food  is  disposed  of  by  burying  at’ the  Council's  tips. 

All  condemned  meat  at  the  ^^eginnal  Slaughterhouse  is  retained  by’ 
the  Ministry  of  Food  and  dealt  with  through  their  own  waste  utili satloi! 
channels,  and  this  course  is  adopted,  where  the  amount  calls  for  it, 
in  the  case  of  unfit  meat  from  householders*  pigs. 

Under  the  Food  & Drugs  Act,  1938,  554  inspections  of  food  shops 
and  fo'^d  preparation  premises  were  made,  with  94  revisits  as  follows

The  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment  etc)  Regulations,  1947,  came  into 
operation  -n  the  1st  May  1947. 

To  obtain  conformity  in  the  adinini strat i on  of  these  Regulations 
and  of  other  legislation  affecting  ice-cream,  and  also  in  the  structure 
end  maintenance  of  oremises  concerned.  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  all 
the  County  districts  held  many  meetings  during  the  year,  and  a 
"suggested  standard  code  of  practice  and  interpretation"  of  the  above 
Regulations  and  of  the  relevant  clauses  of  the’ Rood  & Drugs  Act,  1958, 
was  finally  agreed  on  for  submission  to  all  local  authorities  in  the 
O'  ujity . 

This  standard  code  was  adopted  by  your  Council  on  the  7th  October 
1947  end  now  forms  the  basis  on  which  all  applications  for  the  reg- 
istration of  premises  for  the  manufacture  or  sale  of  ice-cream  are 
c ''■nsidered,  as  well  as  setting  the  standard  for  premises  in  use  prior 
to  its  adoption.  It  has  also  laid  down  the  official  requirements  for 
the  construction  of  vehicles  used  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream  in  the 
streets,  and  is  alread.y  having  a decided  effect  in  this  direction. 

At  the  close  ^f  the  year  12  retailers  premises  and  1 manufacturers' 
premises  were  registered  and  44  inspections  of  these  were  made. 

17  samples  of  ice-cream,  and  1 fruit  ice  v^ere  submitted  for 
examination,  but  as  was  to  be  expected  at  the  commencement  of  a new 
development  of  this  nature,  many  ^f  these  were  bacteriologically 
unsatisfactory,  Onl’-  5 of  these  ice-cream  samples  were  satisfactory 
and  placed  in  grade  1.  One  sample  was  grade  2’.  4 were  grade  3 and 

6 grade  4.  Fight  of  these  samoies  contained  Bac.  Coli  of  the  true 
faecal  type. 

One  sample  submitted  was,  for  some  reason,  not  reported  on. 

The  sample  of  fruit  ice  was  unsatisfactory,  with  a plate  rount  of 
130  pen  ml.  end  v/ith  strepto-coccus  faecalis  present  in  4 mis, 

Vdiere  the  products  were  manufactured  locally  the  unsatisfactory 
results  w:re  fallowed  up  and  investigations  made  into  methods  of 
manufacture  end  sterilisation  of  equipment.  Many  of  the  samples  wore 
of  proprietary  manufacture  end  the  unsatisfactory  quality  of"  some  of 
these  has,  l belive,  been  discussed  at  a higher  level.

Immunisation  8P;ainst  the  disease  was  completed  in  47-8 
childreni  of  these  469  were  under  5 years  and  9 over  5 years. 

It  is  estimated  that  60^  of  the  under  bpopulation  has  been 
immunised,  and  85^  of  the  over  5's.  In  addition,  boostino; 
injections  have  been  given  to  16  children,  and  it  is  expected 
that  increasing  numbers  viri  11  g radua lly  hove  the  necessary 
re-inforcing  injection. 

Considerable  help  has  again  been  given  in  the  way  of 
providing  accommodation  for  the  sessions  in  Elllstown  by  the 
Headmaster  of  Ellistown  Council  School,  in  Hugglescote  by  the 
Headmaster  of  Hugglescote  Modern  School,  in  Tii/hitwick  by  the 
Trustees  of  Leicester  Road  Methodist  Church,  and  In  Thr-ingatone 
by  tho  Trustees  of  Thringstone  Institute.  In  Coalville  the 
sessions  are  helC  at  rav  own  surgery.  It  will  be  seen  that 
the  whole  district  is  covered,  so  that  parents  are  put  to  as 
little  inconvenience  as  possible.  Every  attempt  is  made  to 
hold  the  separate  sessions  at  regular  monthly  intervals.
